Spearman,  head  of  the  staff,  works  out  with 
the  gridders'  punt  drills  and  line  coach 
Groseclose  can't  resist  making  a  few  blocks 
each  day  himself.  Newcomer  Williams, 
heading  basketball  work,  drills  twice  a  day 
with  the  boys  and  also  aids  with  the  B  squad 
of  footballers. 

Win  or  lose,  in  the  opinion  of  the  boys  who 
know  them  best,  the  trio  of  Paschal  coaches 
not  only  can't  be  excelled,  they  can't  be 
matched.

SCENE  OF  BATTLE— FARRINGTON  FIELD 
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It  was  a  stunned,  overwhelmed,  and  thor- 
oughly unbelieving  file  of  Paschal  supporters 
who  left  Farrington  Field  in  the  shadows  of  a 
sinking  November  28  sun  last  fall.  For  more 
than  five  hundred  Panther  fans,  generously 
sprinkled  with  an  abundance  of  Homecoming 
guests,  had  just  witnessed  the  final  forty- 
eight  minutes  of  the  most  disastrous  season 
of  all  the  history  of  the  Purple  and  White. 
And  adding  insult  to  injury  in  this  last  strug- 
gle for  victory  the  most  ancient  rivals  of  Pas- 
chal football  teams,  the  North  Side  Steers, 
trampled  and  gored  the  Purple  banner  into 
its  most  helpless  submission  by  a  score  of  45 
to  6. 

But  when  thought  had  replaced  grief  for 
the  Purple  and  White  ranks,  the  season,  in 
reality,  brightened  up.  Highlighted  by  two 
trips  plus  the  appearance  of  Paschal's  first

uniformed  band  and  drill  team  and  the  an- 
swer to  a  coach's  prayer  with  the  loss  of 
only  four  lettermen  for  next  season,  the  sea- 
son was  in  reality  the  school's  best,  marred 
only  by  the  record  of  one  win  against  eight 
defeats. 

As  for  the  season  itself,  hopes  were  justly 
high  when  a  huge  Paschal  line  and  seeming- 
ly versatile  backfield  held  a  highly-touted 
Woodrow  Wilson  eleven  scoreless  for  forty- 
seven  minutes  on  a  sloshy  Dai-High  gridiron.

Gaining  confidence,  the  Panthers  plunged 
into  practice  with  an  added  zest  the  next 
week  for  the  battle  against  the  Olney  Cubs. 
Mixing  it  unusually  hard  for  their  coach, 
Blanard  Spearman,  who  had  once  guided  the 
Olney  teams,  the  Panther  forwards  again 
pushed  the  opposition  on  all  fronts  for  one 
quarter.  Then  things  began  to  happen.  A 
fumble  gave  the  Cubs  the  ball  just  as  Pas- 
chal threatened  to  score  and  on  three  plays 
the  Purple  was  behind  six  points;  before  the 
end  of  the  game  the  score  stood  27  to  0.  Full- 
back Bill  Morton  along  with  "big  Bob"  WiUe- 
ford, Marion  Mitchell,  Paul  Grayson,  C.  L. 
Vinson,  and  several  boys  off  the  second 
string  sparkled  even  in  defeat. 

Somewhat  stunned  by  the  unexpected  Ol- 
ney disaster,  the  Panther  eleven  again  took 
the  field  the  next  week  to  open  the  confer- 
ence race  against  the  Riverside  Eagles.  Pas- 


chal's  band  and  drill  team  were  there  en 
masse  and  awed  the  spectators  with  a  spec- 
tacular half-time  formation.  But,  unfortunate- 
ly, the  Eagles  were  not  impressed  and  the 
boys  from  across  town  racked  up  37  points 
before  the  final  shot  had  sounded,  and  Pas- 
chal none.  Everything  the  Purple  machine 
tried  went  wrong  and  only  a  few  hard  tackles 
by  Vinson  that  momentarily  staved  off  scores 
enlivened  the  Paschal  night  out.  Up  to  the 
time,  it  was  Paschal's  worst  conference  de- 
feat. 

After  a  week's  lay  off,  the  Panthers  put  on 
their  best  boots  and  spurs  and,  along  with 
about  five  hundred  students,  drill  team  girls, 
band  members,  and  parents,  headed  west  to 
the  lair  of  the  San  Angelo  Bobcats  aboard 
the  Panther  Special.  Befitting  the  impression 
the  Purple  aggregation  made  on  the  locals, 
the  Panther  eleven  gave  one  of  their  best  per-

formances  by  battling  all  the  way  in  a  tight 
18  to  6  fracas  with  the  undefeated  ranch  boys. 
Except  for  a  score  set  up  by  a  pass  interfer- 
ence ruling,  the  Purple  machine  was  a  com- 
plete match  for  the  Bobcats  and  was  a  threat 
all  the  way.  Again  Willeford,  Dye,  Mitchell, 
Morton,  Grubbs,  and  Knepper  starred.  A 
new  end,  James  Buzbee,  along  with  little 
"Squeaky"  Moore  and  most  of  the  line 
showed  some  real  drive  in  crashing  around 
the  opposition  to  stop  play  after  play. 

Coming  home  to  a  week's  lay-off  before 
tangling  with  the  orange  clad  east-siders  from 
Poly,  the  squad  took  on  some  new  plays  and 
perfected  a  passing  assault  behind  an  un- 
orthodox spread  formation.  At  the  game 
Vi^hich  followed  the  traditional  bonfire  pep 
rally  the  Panthers  battled  the  Parrots  to  a 
stand-still  for  two  quarters,  but  on  the  first 
play  of  the  third  quarter  an  attempted  quick

Willeford  along  with  Billy  Andrews  again 
starred  in  the  next  battle  when  they  plowed 
and  plunged  and  passed  the  team  to  its  first 
and  only  win  over  the  Technical  Bulldogs. 
Scoring  two  touchdowns  to  Tech's  one,  the 
Panthers  were  a  powerful  unit  that  night  and 
were  masters  of  the  game  throughout.  The 
backfield  displayed  a  vicious  running  and 
passing  game  as  well  as  one  of  the  roughest 
defenses  of  any  game.  Little  Jackie  Avinger, 
Bill  Robinson,  and  a  host  of  others  rated  high 
praise  from,  downtown  newspaper  critics  for 
their  fine  play. 

After  that  heart-warming  victory  the  Panth- 
ers took  on  Arlington  Heights  Yellow  Jackets 
in  a  water  polo  contest  to  lose  by  20  to  0. 
Postponed  once  and  finally  cut  short  some 
fifteen  minutes,  the  "game"  was  played  be- 
fore a  cheering  throng  of  some  fifteen  specta- 


On  the  offense  Paschal  fumbled  almost 
every  play  and  the  Heights  boys  rang  up  a 
big  score  with  an  aerial  attack  despite  the 
low  ceiling.

Again  this  year,  as  in  many  past  days,  the 
story  of  basketball  at  Paschal  was  a  story  of 
inexperienced,  short,  but  hustling  boys  fight- 
ing against  taller  and  much  more  experi- 
enced opposition  with  spirit  and  love  of  the 
game  as  their  only  real  weapons.  But  behind 
a  new  coach,  J.  R.  Williams,  himself  once  a 
cage  immortal,  the  Panthers  fought  their  way 
around,  over,  and  even  under  the  teams 
which  all  the  city  wiseacres  predicted  would 
mire  them  close  to  the  bottom  and  ended  up 


in  a  close  third  place  for  the  city  behind  Riv- 
erside and  Poly. 

Starting  with  only  three  lettermen,  one  of 
whom  was  lost  early  in  the  season,  the  Pan- 
thers overcame  an  inferiority  complex  and 
romped  over  a  bewildered  herd  of  North  Side 
Steers  by  41-14  on  the  home  court.  Reed 
Stewart  and  Jay  Simpson,  the  only  active  re- 
turning letterman,  flashed  surprising  improve- 
ment in  this  game  along  with  newcomers  T. 
L.  Griffin,  Bill  Moore,  Robert  Johnson,  Ralph 
Garrett,  and  Jim  Henderson.

More  confident  and  smoother,  the  Panthers 
turned  in  a  beautiful  first-half  game  but  went 
to  pieces  in  the  second  to  lose  to  another 
"Unconquerable,"  Riverside,  by  32-15.  But 
Williams'  men  returned  to  eke  out  a  23-20 
win  over  Tech  and  down  Arlington  Heights 
by  20-15  in  order.  Moore,  Griffin,  Johnson, 
and  Wilbur  Reid  sparked  the  Panthers  in  all 
of  these  games. 

Again  bowing  before  the  gangling  Parrots 
by  a  40-13  last-half  massacre,  the  Purple 
climbed  back  up  behind  the  goal-shooting 
wizardry  of  the  Crowley  ace.  Reed  Stewart, 
who  sank  17  points  for  a  27-18  triumph  over 
the  hapless  North  Siders,  and  also  walloped 
Tech  in  a  tight  game  22-19.  But  defeat  came 
again  in  the  finale  when  the  Yellow  Jackets 
from  the  West  Side  downed  the  Panthers  16- 
14  in  a  slow  moving,  badly  played  contest. 

Entering  the  District  7  tournament  the  next 
week  as  a  feared  underdog,  the  Panthers,  led 
by  Jim  Henderson,  galloped  at  will  over  the 
Diamond  Hill  squad  for  a  49-22  win  with 
nearly  every  man  on  the  bench  playing.  But 
in  the  semi-finals  the  Panthers  met  their  jinx 
team.  Riverside,  and  despite  some  fine  work 


by  Stewart  and  Robinson,  the  Panthers  lost 
29-14.  In  a  consolation  the  next  night,  Jimmie 
Ted  Ramsel,  Enoch  Biggers,  and  the  rest  of 
the  starters  with  only  two  substitutes  downed 
North  Side  again  18-14  for  third  place  in  a 
District  where  they  were  supposed  to  be  last. 

Credit  for  the  fine  showing  and  shooting 
skill  of  a  team,  many  members  of  which  had 
never  competed  in  athletics  before  this  year, 
is  given  to  the  long,  two-a-day  fall  training 
sessions.  The  Purples  were  some  three 
months  ahead  of  much  of  the  city  when  ac- 
tual play  began.  Also  influential  was  the  hot 
competition  between  players  stimulated  by 
the  presence  of  a  hard-working  "B"  team. 
Seldom  has  so  much  basketball  interest  been 
shown  at  Paschal  and  this  eventually  pre- 
sages a  new  era  of  basketball  victory  for  the 
Purple  and  White.  Particularly  is  this  true  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  only  two  lettermen  and 
three  squadmen  will  be  lost  by  graduation 
this  year,  and  with  spring  training  as  well  as 
fall  sessions  to  build  up  the  accuracy  and 
ability  of  the  basketeers  on  the  offensive  and 
defensive,  the  '41  and  '42  season  should  see 
Paschal  higher  in  the  running  next  year. 


AROUND  THE  OVAL 


Scoring  heavily  in  the  weights, 
an  underdog  Panther  cinder  squad 
under  veteran  coach  C.  W.  Berry, 
surprised  a  favored  Arlington  Hts. 
squad  and  took  again  the  city 
track  title  by  47  points  against  the 
West  Siders'  42. 

Disgusted  by  his  previous  day's 
failure  to  place  in  the  discus  event, 
240-pound  Paul  Grayson  started 
the  Paschal  scoring  with  a  42'  7" 
toss  for  first  place  in  the  shot  put 
event.  Ed  Wright  added  three  more 
points  by  taking  second  in  the 
same  competition. 

In  the  other  field  events,  little 
Eugene  Stewart  won  the  vaulting 
with  the  bar  at  9'  9",  and  Ray- 
mond Hammack  started  a  bright 
day  of  personal  scoring  by  win- 
ning the  broad  jump  on  his  second 
try.  David  Lewis  added  another 
point  by  tying  for  fourth  in  both 
high  jump  and  broad  jump. 

In  the  440,  Conway  Nelson,  first 
year  man,  eked  out  a  win  over 
team-mate  David  Walker  to  give 


Paschal  first  and  second  in  this 
event  plus  Jerry  Sullivan's  fourth 
in  the  same  dash.  And  the  same 
story  was  true  of  Hammock's  880 
win  when  David  Townsend  man- 
aged to  take  third  in  this  race  be- 
hind the  flying  senior. 

Paschal  relay  teams  collected 
two  seconds  in  as  many  trys  by 
placing  only  a  matter  of  feet  be- 
hind Riverside  in  the  440  sprint 
relay,  and  fairly  close  behind  the 
winning  Jacket  mile  relay  four- 
some. 

Leslie  Nelson  in  the  low  hurdle, 
and  Windy  Pritchard  on  the  high 
hurdle  took  two  fourth  places,  with 
Worth  Stewart  and  Fay  Perkins 
placing  third  and  fourth  in  the  mile 
grind  to  complete  the  Purple  scor- 
ing. 

The  only  Panther  athletic  team 
to  win  a  city  event  this  year,  the 
tracksters  will  be  favored  to  retain 
their  throne,  since  only  five  men 
will  be  lost  by  graduation.
